1. I ana forwarding on the memorandum from General 
Carter to you with a strong endorsement of his request that we 
consider revising the format of our budget insofar as it pertains 
to presentation to the Congress. Certainly there are no 
security reasons which would inhibit a different format. Also, 
there is no cover plan to make the budget confusing. 

2. Mow the budget should be prepared internally and 
presented to the Bureau of the Budget seems to ms to hs 
completely unrelated as to how we present our budget to the 
Congress. When one considers that our Appropriations Sub- 
committses consider the budget only for a matter of hours each 
year, what we give them should be tailored to that time and not 
simply consistent with what ws present to the Bureau of the 
Budget which has three men studying the budget for a matter of 
months with continuing review and study during the year.
